THE PAYMENT OF SALARIES AND ALLOWANCES 

(AMENDMENT) BILL , 1985

further to amend the Payment of Salaries and Allowances Act, 1951. 


Preamble . — WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the Payment 
of Salaries and Allowances Act, 1951 for the purpose hereinafter appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Thirty-sixth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows: 


the 


1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called 
Payment of Salaries and Allowances (Amendment) Act, 1985 . 


(2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 28th day of 
February , 1985. 


2. Amendment of section 10. — In sub -section (1) of section 10 of the Payment 
of Salaries and Allowances Act, 1951 (XIV of 1951 ) (hereinafter referred to 
as the principal Act), after the words " make rules , the words " either 
prospectively or retrospectively," shall be inserted . 

3. Repeal and saving.- (1) The Payment of Salaries and Allowances 
(Amendment) Ordinance, 1985 (7 of 1985) is hereby repealed . 

(2) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken 
under the principal Act as amended by the said Ordinance shall be deemed to 
have been done or taken under the principal Act as amended by this Act. 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
Section 10 of the Payment of Salaries and Allowances Act, 1951 confers 
power on the Government to make rules to carry out the purposes of the 
Act. Rules could be made in exercise of that power only prospectively. 
It was considered necessary to amend the said section to empower the Govern 
ment to make rules either prospectively or retrospectively to carry out the 
purposes of the Act. 


2 . As the Legislative Assembly was not in session and as the matter 
was very urgent, the Payment of Salaries and Allowances ( Amendment) 
Ordinance, 1985 (7 of 1985), was promulgated by the Governor on the 
27th day of February , 1985 for the above purpose . 

3. The Bill seeks to replace the said Ordinance by an Act of the 
Legislature .

BILL, 1985

further to amend the Kerala Co-operative Societies Act , 1969. 

Preamble . — WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the Kerala 
Co-operative Societies Act, 1969 for the purposes hereinafter appearing ; 

Be it enacted in the Thirty -sixth Year of the Republic of India as follows: 


1. Short tille and commencement.- ( 1) This Act may be called the Kerala 
Co-operative Societies (Amendment) Act, 1985 . 

(2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 25th day of 
February, 1985 . 


2. Amendment of section 2. - In section 2 of the Kerala Co -operative 
Societies Act, 1969 (21 of 1969 ) (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), 

(1) after clause (o), the following clause shall be inserted , namely : 

" (oa ) " primary credit society " means a society other than an 
apex or central society which has as its principal object the raising of funds 
to be lent to its members." ; 

(2) after clause (9 ), the following clauses shall be inserted , namely : 

" ( qa ) . " Scheduled Castes " means the Scheduled Castes in relation 
to the State of Kerala as specified in the Constitution (Scheduled Castes) 
Order , 1950 ; 

(qb ) " Scheduled Tribes" means the Scheduled Tribes in relation , 
to the State of Kerala as specified in the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) 
Order, 1950 ;" . 

Insertion of new section 28A . — After section 28 of the principal Act, 
the following section shall be inserted , namely : 

“ 28A . Reservation for women members and members belonging to Scheduled 
Castes or Scheduled Tribes in the Committee , - (1) Notwithstanding anything 


contained in sub -section (1) of section 28, there shall be reserved in the com 
mittee of every primary credit society , one seat for a woman member and 
one seat for a member belonging to the Scheduled Castes or Scheduled Tribes 
and for that purpose, the society may, if they consider it necessary so to do , 
increase the total number of members of the committee by two more members. 

(2 ) Nothing contained in sub- section (1) shall prevent the women 
members and members belonging to the Scheduled Castes or Scheduled 
Tribes from being elected to the non -reserved seats in the committee." . 


4. Amendinent of section 80. - In section 80 of the principal Act, after 
sub-section (3), the following sub -section shall be added , namely : 

" (4 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub -section ( 1) or sub 
section (2 ), ten per cent of the posts of officers and servants of every society 
shall be reserved for appointment from persons belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes." . 


5. Repeal and saving :-(1) The Kerala Co - operative Societies (Amend 
ment) Ordinance, 1985 (2 of 1985 ) is hereby repealed . 

(2 ) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken 
under the principal Act as amended by the said Ordinance shall be decmed 
to have been done or taken under the principal Act as amended by this Act. 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


There was no provision in the Kerala Co-operative Societies Act, 1969 
for reservation of seats for women members and members belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes, in the managing committees of 
primary credit societies and also for reservation of appointments to the 
posts of officers and servants of co -operative societies, in favour of Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes. Considering the general population ratio 
and social status of women and members of the Scheduled Castes and Sche 
duled Tribes, the Government decided that provision shall be made for 
reservation of one seat for a woman member and one seat for a member 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes or Scheduled Tribes in the committee 
of each primary credit society and for reservation of appointments to ten 
per cent of the posts of officers and servants in all societies, from persons 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes. 


2 . It was necessary to amend the Kerala Co-operative Societies Act, 
1969 to give effect to the above decision . Since the Legislative Assembly 
was not in session , and the matter was very urgent, the Kerala Co -operative

Societies (Amendment) Ordinance, 1985 (2 of 1985 ) was promulgated by 
the Governor on the 22nd day of February , 1985 , for the purpose . 

3. The Bill seeks to replace the said Ordinance by an Act of the 
Legislature.
